SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Jack TV Johnny is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The book is a novel which contains descriptions of sexual activity among men. The 
narrative takes the form of the memories of a successful male model. He describes 
his first sexual encounter with an older male in explicit detail. Some of the activity is 
described in a degrading manner. However as the narrator does not express anxiety 
but anticipation of sexual pleasure the publication is not considered to present sexual 
conduct of a degrading nature or to degrade the narrator to any significant degree. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for this publication. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply 
to this publication. However, because of the detailed and lengthy descriptions of sexual 
activity it is seen as a reasonable justification to restrict the publication. 
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
